of course, excluded from these meetings, as we 
should have been had we lived in a ward where the

on similar occasions, in some of the up town wards. 

While this is the ease, is it to be wondered at that 
misrule is the order of the day at Albany; that new 
Banks and other monopolies are annually saddled 
on the productive industry of the state ? 

But to what is the smallness of these meetings 
owing? To a belief that there is nothing wrong in 
our state government ? Let the loud and long com- 
plaints of the militia system, the state prison mono. 
poly, and the rag money, be the answer to that ques. 
tion. What, then, is the reason, that of the forty 
thousand voters of this great city, not more than one 
or two thousand, at most, take a part in selecting 
Democratic candidates for the most important offices 
in the state? The

didates is so complicated, (for want of a district sys-

The business of selecting candidates for the import. 
ant offices above named, was provided for on Wed- 
nesday night, by a few menin each ward. 
It is true, we believe, that after the candidates are 
selected by the delegates to Tammany Hall, it is a 
“usage” of the party to call a general meeting to ap- 
prove or disapprove of the nominations ; but a meet- 
ing of four or five thousand people is not the place 
for discussing the merits of candidates, even if the 
thing were desired by the managers, and we do not 
recollect that a nomination was ever revoked at such 
ameeting. We trust, however that something will 
be done on this occasion. It is highly probable that 
a majority of the delegates already elected are men 
friendly to Banks and other monopolies, and perhaps 
interested in many of these themselves ; it would be 
expecting two muchof these men, therefore, that 
they should go counter to their own interests ; at any 
rate, it would be folly to depend upon their doing so ; 
the only course left for the people, is to do, what, in- 
deed, they should do under any circumstances, to de- 
mand the PLEDGE from the candidates which they 
have agreed upon ata meetin¢ called for the purpose.* 
If the candidates nominated at Tammany Hall will | 
adopt this pledge, be it so ; but if not, let other can- 
didates be selected who will. 

It will be recollected that the nomination of Can. 
didates for the Assembly is yet to be provided for; 
the party meeting, to choose delegates for that pur-

EYTRAORDINARY BALLOON ASCENSION 

FROM BALTIMORE, BY MR. ELLIOTT. 

GENTLEMEN—Conceiving that a journal of my eri- 
al voyage may prove interesting to my friends, and 
satisfactory to the public generally, I hereby trans- 
mit tv you a briefaccount of my ascension from the 
Observatory Garden on Monday last, 11th inst. 

At the hour announced in my advertisement, I 
commenced the process of intlating my balloon, 
which, at half past five, I ascertained to be suflicient- 
ly inflated for my purpose, I then detached my bal- 
loon from the apparatus, and attached my car. After 
making the necessary arrangements, I entered the 
ear with my youthful companion, when the balloon 
was let up by my friends witha cord. Afler ascer- 
taining all things to be in proper crder, I gave the 
word tocutaway, which was done, and an ascen- 
sion effected as satisfactory tome asmy most san- 
guine expectations had anticipated, at 20 minutes be- 
fore 6, the barometer standing at 27, 7, the thermom.- 
etsr at 96. My ascentat first was gradual, and nearly 
perpendicular, but after throwing out some ballast it 
trom the time 
of starting the barometer sunk down to 19. My 
course changed from a north to a south eastwardly 
direction ; I here encountered some heavy clouds, in 
whose vicinity I considered it dangerous to remain, 
and to avoid which, two alternatives presented them. 
selves—cither to open my vaives and commence my 
descent, or discharge ballast and rise above them. 
Icbhose the latter, out afew 
pounds of ballast, I rapidly approached the clouds. 
Forty minutes had now elapsed since I left the gar-

SCANDALOUS

To the Editor of the Man. 

F Dear Sir—A circumstance occurred here on Sa. 
turday night last, that 1 feel some interest in making 
you acquainted with. In order to do so, it will be 
necessary to give you a brief account of a few cir- 
cumstances that have occurred previous to the one 
I intend principally to allude to. 

There is a man living in this place that has shown 
himself to be (on more occasions than one) a very 
fit subject for what we very quaintly term, ‘* a shave,” 
and has submitted to the operation in such a manner 
as to make his cunning a fit subject of impeachment. 
As the craft of his neighbors has outrun his own, 
his property has been gradually on the decline until 
the man isreducéd from affluence to misery. 

Amongst other means to stop the downward 
course of events, he opened a beer shop on his own 
premises, and sold liquors in quantities conformable 
to the laws of the state; but (thanks be to God) 
most of his neighbors are members of the church or 
of our Blessed Temperance Society, and many were 
the warnings that were given him to abstain from 
his pernicious calling, but he rather rejoiced in his 
ungodly gains, 

It fortunately happened, that a quarrel took place 
in bis house, which gave his lynx-eyed neighbors a 
chance of indicting him for keeping a disorderly 
house, and on being brought up before. the magis. 
trates, who are a terror to evil doers, he had the au. 
dacity to conduct himself as though he thought him- 
self right, but (bless the blue laws) it cost him thirty 
dollars and two or three days in jail. But this did 
not make him abandon his most abominable practice 
of selling drink. 

I believe most men learn something bad when in 
prison, (they,had him at Newark, sir,) and when he 
came out, Mb semed to have acquired the habit of 
speaking disrespectfully of the informers in his case, 
although I believe they were very respectable men, 
being worth considerable property. 

On Thursday night, August 14, a number of per- 
sons of temperate habits went into his house and 
walked about, refusing for some to answer any ques. 
tions the owner put to them. On being perempto-. 
rily made to understand, that they must either sit 
down with him inthe way of business or walk out, 
one of them said, ‘lama Just-ass of the Peace, and 
you must sell no more liquor!” The owner told 
him he was no more to him there than anvther man, 
and ordered him out. On their going away, the 
Just-ass (one Squire Read) said, “ You shall sell no 
more after to-night” Friday night came, passed 


ever, andthe man pursued his iniquitous traffic, not- 











withstanding what had been said by this terror to 
evil doees, Saturday night came, and although this 
publican and sinner continued his earthly calling, 
and collected many a dollar during the night, yet do 
you know the night was as fine, and the moon skone 
as bright as though this man of sin had been a mem- 
ber of the Bloomfield church. But the way of the 
transgressor is sometimes hard. As the man of sin 
was sitting at the table reading a book (not the Bi- 
ble) between 10 and 11 o’clock, a number of hideous 
forms entered his house, having their faces painted, 
and feathers stuck about them, and dragged the man 
man out of his house, whilst others prevented his 
wife and family (for he has five children) from fol. 
lowigg. On getting him out, they put a rope about 
his i¥eck, and forced him about 150 yards from bis 
own house across lots, and stuck something in his 
mouth to stop his shouting. Whilst crossing lots, 
he was made to throw somersets oves the fenees by 
he kind assistance of the company. : 

When in the middle of a lot, his clothes were torn 
offhim, even his shoes and stockings, and then began 
the work of beautifying; brushes were going in vari- 
ous directions, and the man was immediately covered 
over with a beautiful green varnish, and liberally be- 
strewed with feathers. 

The work being done, he soon found himself alone. 
On leaving him, taney complimented him on the suc- 
cess he would have in selling his rum. 

On finding himself alone he began to pick up his 
clothes, which were now rags, and found his watch 
on the grass; but what is very strange, considering 
the company he had been in, his money was missing 
out of his pocket, and has not yet been found. 

When he got home, he found the inside of his house 
completcly gutted, his counter out of doors, all his 
decanters, pitchers, and glasses broken, every chair 
smashed ; inthe cellar every barrel was staved, and 
he had not a cent’s worth of stock in the house, but 
what was onthe cellar floor, which was then about a 
foot deep with beer and spirits. 

There was no personal violence offered to his wife, 
beyondthat of restraining her from following him 
when they were taking him away. 

And now I think I hear you sending forth acry of 
indignation against the perpetrators of this pious 
outrage ; but softly, my dear sir, if the end be good 
what signify the means. Besides sir see what a flour- 
ish such an incident will give to our next annual 
temperance report. I think we may fairly starta 
fresh item of calculation, and after enumerating how 
many distilleries have been given up, may say how 
many grog shops have been knocked down. 

Hoping the poor man who | believe is a sober, hon- 
est, good intentioned man may be really benefited by 
this pious Temperance freak of his neighbors, and 
that all Churches and Temperance Societies may 
flourish as wellas ours must after this affair,
